History  of  Class  of  1944

^  hen  our  class  entered  the  doors  of  Beverly  High  School  that  September 
morning  in  1941,  we  felt  that  we  were  entering  upon  a  new  and  exciting  venture, 
hut  we  little  realized  the  good  times,  the  hard  work,  and  changes  that  were  ahead 
of  us.

Many  teachers  have  left  to  be 
married;  others  have  gone  into  all  branches  of  the  service.  We  were  sorry  to  see 
them   go  but  were  glad  to  welcome  new  friends  into  our  midst. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  boys  for  the  armed  services,  new,  special  courses  have 
been  started  emphasizing  mathematics,  aeronautics,  radio,  physics  and  gym.
